Russian Chargé d Affaires in London setting 
out the objections at the time hold by the 
Russian Government to Japan being given 
a special mandate imChina with a view to 
the suppression of the insurrectionsry move- 
ment provoked by the Boxers and the. re- 


establishment of order at Peking and Tien- 


tain. Such a special mandate to Japan 
“might to a certaiity encroach on the 
fundamental principles: which had already 
been accepted by the majority of the Powers 
ug the basis of their policy relative to events 
in China.” Sothought Count Lamsporrr. 
Tt is well to consider his remark carefully 
when one analyses Ruseia’s subsequent 
policy with regard to China. 

It was in Jannary, 1901, that the British 
Poreign Office first heard of the Manchurian 
agreement between China and Russia, the 
revealer of it being the Peking correspon- 
dent of the Times; and a telegram was 


‘despatched to Sir Crranves Scorr, at 8, 


Petersburg, directing him to enquire into 
the trath of the report. The British 
Ambassador on the 6th February of the 
Brame year obtained from Count LAMADORFF 
‘an emphatic denial of the agreoment and a 
statement that “ Russia was in the same 
position with regard to fixing. a final date 
for evacuating Manchuria as the allies 
found themselves in with regard to the 
evacuation of Peking and the Province of 
Pechili.” ‘tho Chinese Minister in London 
had already—on the 15th January—assurel 
Lord Lanspowne that no such agreement 
as published in the papers had been con- 
cluded. In February a memorandum was 
banded to the Chinese Minister -at Wash: 
jngton, warning China ‘not to conclude an 
agreement with any one particular Power, 
In March Sir Exxesr SaTow telegraphed 
to the Foreign Office. u translation of the 
Chinese text of the agreement. Sir 
Cranes Scort was at once instructed to 
cemmunicate this to Count LamsDORFF and 
point out thut it was irreconcilable with bis 
assurances. That amiable Rinsian diplo- 
matiet was rody with fresh assurances and 
talked of “the very dangerous claim" of 
the Press and public to be admitied toa 
seat and voice in the councils of the Powers. 
Tho agreement fell through soon after, but 
in August of the same year Rusia resumed 
negotiations with China. Britain now 
began to interest herself more particu larly 
in the matter of Newchwang, pressing for 
the restoration of the. Customs to the 
Chinese Government, But, as is well 
known, nothing happened beyond the inter 
change. of despatches, and affairs dragged 
wearily on, with more negotiations —be- 
tween Ruenia and China, and ; more. 
Russian assurances to the Powers. Then, 
in “May last, while Lord Laxspowne 
was -trying; to exert more enorgetic 
pressure upon Russia to evacuate, and was 
receiving tho usual assurances, Mr. Mac- 
Cormicx, the United States Ambassador at 
§. Petersburg, confronted Count Lamsponrr 
with a Note asking him whether certain

WAR TAX ON THA 
London, 5th March. 
Mr. Austen Chamberlain, in his reply to tho 
India and Ceylon Toa Associations, said thst, 
owing to the prenent state of the finances, there 
is no. prospect of a remission of taxation in 
the coming yoar, He deniod that the con- 
sumption of tea per hrad has diminished sinco 
1900, though, possib'y, the rto of incromo 
had .comewhat slackeocd. In reference to 
the increused duty, causing a low grade of 
Chinceo tea to snyplant the better class tena 
from India ond Ceylon, and the suggestion that 
fiscal measures should be takon to check this 
Mr. Austen Chamborlain said that, under the 
existing fiscal system, a preferential duty in 
favour of Indien teas was impossible. The 
Associations replied that the Board of 
Trade returns showed that the consumption of 
toa in 1900 was 6.06 por heal, und in 1903 
6°03. The Association further said that they 
did not ask for fiscal measures only, but asked 
for the exclusion of teus which were reju- 
ted by the Customs of othur countries, and thai 
they would again urge the attention. of the 
British Government to the matter. : 
LONDON COUNTY COUNCIL ELECTIONS. 
London, 6th March.
